To-day's Splendid Programme— The 
Seattle Band to Play— King 
and Track Events. 



Citizens' day, the third of the annual fair 
of the British Columbia Agricultural Asso- 
ciation, proved un emphatic success, the 
peoplo of Victoria taking general udvantago 
of the civic holiday proclaimed, and turning 
out iu such numbers as to tux every form of 
passenger transport at their command. The 
spacious grounds and buildings were, how- 
ever, of a capacity quite sufficient to accom- 
modate all with comfort; and before the 
throng hud reached its greatest proportion 
the programme of sport3 had commenced, 
attracting thousands who, having already 
made tho pleasant journey through the 
main building, fortunately gave way to tho 
luter comers. 

The buildings and grounds wero at their 
best, and in the especially welcome sun- 
shine tho city and tho sea view looked their 
prettiest — a fact which made the galleries 
perched high about tho dome of the main 
building a place of eager resort for hun- 
dreds of sightseers, who found themselves 
well rewarded for having made tho ascent. 
During tho afternoon games, tho front 
places in this lofty observatoiy wero at a 
premium, affording as they did an excel- 
lent view of the games and races, .though 
the panoramic scene was doubtless more at- 
tractive in its general effect than satisfying 
in the matter of detail. 

When the sun went down on Wednesday 
evening behind a bank of red clouds the 
various weatherwise members of tho board 
of directors predicted a good day for Thurs- 
day. They were not disappointed in their 
expectations, for tho sun came up bright 
and warm, and a splendid day was the ro- 
sult. Great numbers who had remained 
away before owing to the wet weather were 
lured out by tho genial warmth and balmy 
air. Tho result was that by the middle of 
tho forenoon the crowd waa much larger 
than at any timo before sinco the fair 
opened. But tho crowd waited until tho 
early afternoon, when a steady stream of 
visitors poured through the gates, thronged 
the main building and spread out over the 
grounds. 

Largo ns was the number of visitors to 
the fair grounds, yesterday afternoon, the 
evening attendance showed very little, if 
any, falling oil", and the main building was, 
perhaps, more crowded than at any time 
since the exhibition opened. There was 
reason for this, good reason too, for an addi- 
tional attraction was thoughtfully furnished 
by the directors. It was one that would 
"draw" at almost any time, being no less a 
pleasure than a concert by the famous First 
Regiment Rand, of Seattle, under the lead- 
ership of Prof. Wagner. 

Those who heard the music last night, 
were unanimous in their expressions of 
satisfaction. On all sides the remark was 
made, "Isn't it delightful," and when each 
number was completed there were rounds of 
applause and repeated cries of "encore 1" 
Jn the intervals the visitors walked around 
examining and admiring tho exhibits, the 
steady tramp, trump of many feet and the 
murmur and hum of many voices vicing 
with tho electric light machinery, the auto- 
matic organs and the pianos, us to which 
should be best heard. But when the first 
uoto of the music was heard, all other 
sounds ceased and the crowd with one ac- 
cord stood still to hear the sweet strains. 

This morning at 10 o'clock there will be 
a second programme by the same excellent 
organization, and again in tho afternoon at 

2 ooloek, when a choice programme will 
bo given. 

There was just one thing last evening 
which in lumeasuro marred the pleasure of 
tho occasion. Owing to a mishap to 
tho electrical plant, all tho electric lights 
went out and it took some little time 
before a portion of them could be got run- 
ning. There was no light in tho art gal- 
lery all evening, so that a good many who 
wished to go up there were prevented from 
doing so. It is estimated that fully one 
thousand difference was made in the at- 
tendance owing to tho absence of the 
lights for a while, as it was reported down 
town early in the evening that there vers 
"no lights," and many did not go out on 
this account. Tho crowd was, notwith- 
standing this, largo enough to comfortably 
fill tho building and the street ears did 
a good business.

Round and round the great crowd circled

In making the rounds of tho various di- 
visions before, quite a number of exhibits 
wero necessarily overlooked or crowded out. 
Among theso waa the display of 
II. COTHBERT & CO., 
who have, just to the left of the main en- 
trance, a neat exhibit iu the sliapo of a 
glass case which contains a miniature repre- 
sentation of a fair grounds, with the build- 
ings and stock complete, a number of sam- 
ples of grains and farm products. The 
whole makes a very pleasing display. The 
firm have made arrangements for the sale of 
quite a largo percentage of tho live stock 
xhibits, which will take placo at the close 
of the show. They were busy yesterday 
making entries and gettiugs things into 
shape. 

Passing to tho right, there is found the 
exhibit of fine 

NATIVE WOOD WORK 

shown by Messrs. Muirhead & Mann. This 
consists of doors and casings in panelling 
and cathedral ciass. Two beautiful mir- 
rored mantels, somo line window casings 
and a great variety of patterns of mouldings, 
bannisters, rails and general ornamental fret 
and band sawing. Theso aro finished in 
tho most workmanlike manner, and aro ex- 
amples of what can be produced by skilled 
and artistic labor. 

Tho possibilities of British Columbia nu- 
tivo woods for interior finishing and decor- 
ative purposes are clearly shown in the 
samples, ranged all the way from tho rough 
wood to the finest finish. The graining of 
many of the productions is beautiful iu the 
extreme. 

Near this exhibit is ono of 



made by John Meston, of Victoria. Thoro 
are a cart, finished in black, and one of 
similar body Snishsd in the natural wood. 
Ewo buggies and a single-seated dog cart 
complete tho exhibit. Tho workmanship is 
first-class, and the examples shown would 
do credit to any carriage works, uo matter 
in what part of the country they might be 
located. 

Still in quest of any points thftfc might 
have been overlooked, there was Luticed a 
fine pyramid of 

AERATED WATERS 

and syrups, which are being shown by C. 
Morley. The display is neatly arranged, 
and shows great variety of aerated com- 
pounds of all kinds, from plain soda up- 
ward. Tho syrups are also in luvge variety 
and bright appearance. 

Upstairs there are, just in tho south-east 
corner, somo highly creditable 

APIARY PRODUCTS. 

Here the Maple Farm Apiary has on ex- 
hibition a good collection of honey in jars. 
The color is good and the light clear, 

The Clovernook Apiary conies next with 
a large exhibit of honey in jars and frames. 
The products, both strained and in the 
combs, are of excellent appearance. 

Ms. J. S. Smith, of Chilllwack, is show- 
ing the operation of a new model incubator, 



named tho "Royal." This contains a brood 
of about 100 chicks, in good condition. Tho 
Incubator hus a record ot 114 out of 120 
cggis, and now, ahows 102 out of 110, all in 
good condition. 

THE LIVERPOOL BAKERY. 

This house, which is situated on Pan- 
dora street, has a considerable and varied 
assortment of plain and fancy bread, cakes 
and confectionery. What is frequently 
spoken of as "the staff of life" will form a 
most attractive exhibit to tho housekeeper, 
and tho manner in which it is baked rend- 
ers it tho more appetizing. It has along- 
side of and all around it tho general colleo- 
tion of fruit and vegetables with which in 
ordinary use it is often united, thereby bo- 
ing made additionally grateful to the palnto. 
A glass case contains a small but varied 
lino of cakes and confectionery. 

0. A. MCTAVISU 

has a special collection of wreaths and dried 
(lowers, praises and leaves, some artistically 
colored and others in their normal condi- 
tion, all put up, however, iu a most tasteful 
way and disposed in vases and other suit- 
able holders, He-has also a complete outfit 
of florist's appliances, the quantity and var- 
iety of gardener's sundries being such as to 
striko with wonderment any who are not 
posted as to the tools and requirements of 
the trade. 

HOME MADE SYRUPS AND PRESERVES. 

Mrs. J. H. Brownleo, of Mount Tolmio, 
does herself the highest credit us a carcfHl 
housewife by the proof i | she affords of her 
ability to cater to tho appetite of her 
family in tho elegant assortment, of pre- 
serves, syrups and canned fruits which she 
has contributed to tho varied features of 
the second story. Mrs. Brownleo, if 
memory serves, has previously gained 
honors in this branch of tho culinary art, 
and has contributed to the public displays 
made by this province in other parts of tho 
Dominion. 

VICTORIA STEAM LAUNDRY, 

This establishment has upon tho Beeond 
storey an extensivo assortment of work, 
which it has done exclusively with the aid 
of white labor. Its managers wished — had 
that been possible — to have a machine in 
full operation, but wero forced to content 
themselves with a niero exhibit of tho work 
done by them. No ono can deny that tho 
quality of their turnout is first-class, as well 
as to color as tho softness of the goods 
manipulated, showing that the dirt hus not 
been left in the material, thereby making it 
hurd and grimy. An array of spotless, well 
starched shirts evidenced the finish which 
this concern gives to its goods, which is also 
testified to by extensive stocks of collars 
and cuffs.

It was then that tho full 
strength of this department was shown. 
Tho magnificent animals completely filled 
the large ring set apart for the display. It 
is safo to say that a finer lot of high claBg 
stock ha3 never been collected in tho pto- 
vineo. There wero the keen eyes of hun- 
dreds of experts taking in their points, and 
that they were satisfied is saying a great 
deal. The Durhams were out in strength, 
and were in extra fine elisplay. Tho Hol- 
steins and Jerseys wero also well repre- 
sented, and wero examples of careful breed- 
ing most favorable to tho stock industry of 
the countiy. 

The same may bo said of the Ayrsbires, 
which received such a favorable mention 
from tho judges yesterday, Tho whole 
Stock-yard is from first to last a successful 
and creditable exhibition, of which tkoso 
in charge of tho fair may well feel proud. 
No doubt the result will be a stimulation 
of stock-raisers to higher standards and 
better breeds.

NANAIMO. 

Nanaimo, Sept. 29.— A cowardly murder 
was committed last night about 9 o'clock at 
Northfield, abo.it four miles from this city. 
John Cavalcro, an Italian miner, living in a 
cabin, hoard somo ono knocking at his 
door. Ho oponed it and immediately a man 
Buppoaed to he Dominico Taraniello sprang 
at him with a huge knife, stabbing him in 
tho abdomen, ripping him up to the breast, 
a gash 1(5 inches long, cutting his liver and 
intestines, causing them to protrude. Tar- 
aniello then made good his escape. Cava- 
lero then cried for help. A woman 
named Mrs. Raymond, hearing him, 
camo to his assistance. Medical 
aid" was speedily summoned, but 
could do nothing for the unfortunate man, 
who expired this morning, but before dying 
he mado a statement. Taraniello married 
an Italian girl, daughter of a fisherman liv- 
ing at Departure Bay. He had resided at 
Northfield with his wife, but not happily, 
ho aoouaing her of intimacy with Cavalero. 
Taraniello left for Alaska, where ho worked 
in a quartz miuo, but returned a short time 
ago, finding his wife gone to Seattle, whoro 
sho was to gee a divorce and marry Caval- 
ero, Taranieleo swore]vcngeance, and hung 
around Northfield for several days waiting 
an opportunity to carry out his threat. Cav- 
aloro was to have left this morning for Seat- 
tle to marry tho woman, tho causo of all 
tho trouble. Au inquest will be held to- 
morrow. The murderer, up to this hour, 
has not been captured. 

A man came to town to-day on foot from 
a considerable distance, having a full de- 
veloped case of smallpox. He was stopped 
at tho city limits by tho Chief of Police, who 
had been informed of his coming, and 
marched him off to the pest house, two 
miles outside of tho city limits. Stringent 
measures will bo taken on all trains and 
steamers will be inspected. 

Peter Sabiston, proprietor of tho Com- 
mercial Hotel, died at an early hour this 
morning, of pneumonia.

QUARANTINE REGULATIONS. 

To the Editor : — In order to further 
show tho incorrectness of that report in tho 
Seattlo Telegraph, and to allay any uneasi- 
ness that might ariso in the public mind 
from ono part of it, I beg to oncloso an 
Order-in-Council of Monday, 12th Septem- 
ber iust., which speaks for itself.

" Whereas tho President of tho United 
States having issued a Proclamation torn. quar- 
antine detention of all vcssols containing Im- 
migrants from cholura infected countries for a 
period of twenty days, it is advisable in ordpr 
to prevent bucIi immigrants from using the 
Canadian routes to enter at tho inland ports of 
tho United .States for tho purposo of avoiding 
tho quarantino at tho maritimo porta.to extend 
tho provisions of the second paragraph of soc- 
'i >n of tho quarantine regulations esnbliahed 
by tho Ordor-iiiCouncil ot tho twelfth day of 
May, 18SS, chaptor G of tho Consolidated 
Onlon-in-Councll in Canada, relating to ves- 
sels BUBpootod of having nickno9» on board, 
which ia in tho following words : 

'May bo kept under quarantino of observa- 
tion fur a period of not moro than three dnja,' 
so as to read: 
'May bo kopt undor quarantino of obsorva- 
on for a poriod of twenty days, or moro, as 
rooted by tho Minister of Agriculture.' and 
furthor that tho wordb 'any maritimo port in 
aada' bo substituted for tho words 'Urosso 
L-do' In tho said paragraph. 

Its Kxcollency, in virtuo of tho power 
vested in him by chapter 03 of tho Revised 
3 ntutoa. intitu ed 'An Act respecting Quaran- 
tino,' and by and with tho advice of tho (Juoen'd 
Privy Council for Canada, is ploased toonlor 
that, tho second paragraph of .Section of tho 
said quarantino regulations slull red as fol- 
low.', and thatsuch paragraph as amended do 
Stand for a quarantino regulation, nnmoly:— 

'Yesaels arriving at any maritimo port in 
Canada from any infected port t>r place, or ono 
supposed to bo infected, and on board of which 
no pestilential disoaso shall havo declared it- 
sou during tho passng'', may bo kept under 
luarantlno of observation for a period of 
twenty days or moro, as directed by tho Minis- 
tor of Agriculture, during which lime thopaa 
songors and crow thereof shall bo subject to a 
strict purifloftti in under tho direction of tho 
Medical Superintendent.'

Discussions on Divorce, Sabbath Observance, 
the hand, Wages and Opium 
yuestions. 

Tokokto, Sept. 29. — (Special.)— At this 
morning's session of tho Pan-Presbyterian 
Council, regular business was presented 
Among other things, it was suggested that 
the question of divorce be referred to the 
various sections of the church for the col- 
lection of information to enable the church 
to see what com so to pursue in opposing tho 
passage of laws by the country permitting 
divorce on grounds other than scriptural 
ones. This recommendation was adopted, 
&s was also a resolution presented by John 
Charlton, M. P. , in favor of laws for the en- 
forcement of Sabbath Observance. Papers 
were read by Professor Watt, of Glasgow, 
on tho Land Question ; Principal Grant, of 
Queen's College, Kingston, Ontario, on the 
uestion of -wages ; Rev. Dr. McDonald, of 
Calcutta, on the Opium question in India. 



COMMERCIAL COMPANY OF B. C. 

Completion of (he Pla ns for Bringing oat tlio 
Scottish Crofters. 

Montreal, Sept. 2!). — (Special.) — A Lon- 
don cablegram says the plans for the es- 
tablishment of a colony of Scottish Crofters 
on Vancouver Island, B. C, are nil com- 
plete and tho agreements between the Im- 
perial and Provincial Governments and the 
Syndicate have been signed. Tho syndi- 
cate will bring out the company with a 
capital of £1,000,000, though tho present 
issue will bo for £500,000 only. Tho 
campany will bo called the Commercial 
Company of Hritish Columbia. 

LORD MAYOR OF LON 

Aldorma-n Knill, a Soman Catholic, Elected 
to the Position. 

London, September 20.— Great excite- 
ment prevails In regard to tho election of 
Lord Mayor, owing to the prejudice aroused 
by the fact that Alderman Stewart Knill, 
of Bridge Ward, who was in the regular 
order for promotion to tho mayoralty, is a 
Roman C.'.tholic. The liverymen of the 
city companies, by a large majority, voted 
for Alderman (leorgo Fandel L'hillips, of 
Farrington, who is a Protestant, but the 
Court of Aldermen vetoed the choice of the 
liverymen, und selected Alderman Knight 
notwithstanding his religion. While the 
election was going on a large crowd sur- 
rounded the Guildhall, audit was evident 
from their cries that their sympathies were 
with tho Protestant candidate and against 
Aid. Knill. Rev, Dr. Parker, the famous 
non-conformist preacher, delivered a special 
sermon to-day in which he spoke strongly 
in favor of Knill and against the bigoted 
prejudice that bad been aroused. Ilia 
utterances were more vigorous and out- 
spoken than usual even when he feels 
strongly on tho topic. Dr. Parker said he 
would rather trust a sincere Roman Catho- 
lic than ft trimming, litno-serving professor 
of Protestantism. He believed that true 
Protestantism was just and not narrow in 
its treatment of thoso who sincerely dif- 
fered from the Protestant belief. This 
and tho articles to tho newspa- 
pers denouncing tho attack upon Aid. 
Knill'a candidacy had some influence

ate surprisinc;. If anyono in 1S72 had pre- 
dicted that British Columbia would, in 1S02, 
bo what it is to-day, ho would have been 
looked upon by.nino people out of ten na a 
crack-brained visionary. And here, ua in 
tho Northwest, what has been effected is 
chiefly important as boinc,' the foundation 
for the superstructure of British Columbia's 
progress and prosperity. 

It wus to bo expected that Canada would 
improve and go on improving. It is inhabited 
by B hardy, an industrious and an intelli- 
gent people, who could not have kept on 
working without producing results that are 
both valuable and encouraging. People of 
that kind do not go to tho dogs. It is 
hardly possible to imagine circumstances so 
bad as would wholly prevent them going 
ahead. Canadians have gone ahead. They 
have not gone backwards for a single day. 
They have had difficulties to faco but they 
have overdraw them; they have mailo mis- 
takes, but they have moro than retrieved any 
loss that those mistakes have caused. And 
they will continue to advance. They cannot 
help making headway. Let tho prophets of 
evil keep up their dismal wailing if they 
enjoy their lamentations. Canadians will 
march along regardless of the melancholy 
declarations and disheartening predictions, 
and carry tho howlers along with them in 
spito of their resistance. 

SOT S VRENO TUNNED. 

The Americans, it seems, are delighted to 
see i ho Russians exercising sovereignty 
over the waters of Behring Sea. They seem 
to imagine that the outrages the Russians 
have committed in seizing sealing vessels 
thirty and forty miles from tho Bhoro will in 
some mysterious way strengthen their cuso 
before the arbitrators. Anyone who exor- 
cises a little common sense must bco that 
this cannot bo the easo. Tho principal 
question which the arbitrators have to de- 
cido is, whether the Americans have any 
right to seize vessels in Behring Sea more 
than three miles from the 'shore. This is a 



Those CaindbiiB who arc continually 
complaining ci the backward state of their 
country and who are in the habit of declar- 
ing that it. is on tho high road to ruin, are 
Dither not honest or they do not take the 
trouble to think. No matter in what part 
of 'the Dominion a man has lived for the last 
twenty years, ho 1ms seen improvements go- 
tng on. The people of Canada during that 
time have not lubored in vain. Helms seen 
land that was unproductive forest convert- 
ed into fertile, fields. New and better 
buildings have been erected on the old 
farms, and the now residences have been 
better furnished than the old. Everywhere 
labor-saving machinery ha3 been purchased 
and put in operation. So much has this 
been tho case that there lias been a com- 
plete revolution in the operations of the 
farmer. Work that used to be 
dono toilsomely by hand is now 
don-3 with littlo fatigue by the aid of ma- 
chinery. The farmer's boy is no longer re- 
quired to learn "to reap and to sow, to 
plough and to mow." All that ho has to 
do is to learn how to drive a team and 
the horses do almost everything for him. 

A man who returns to Canada after 
twenty years' absence or so is wonder- 
struck with tho progress he sees and the 
improvements that have been made. A 
gentleman who returned to a country dis- 
trict of Ontario after a long absence thus 
expresses the result of his observations : 

I went on my holidays from Hamilton to 
Appin, Glencoo, Mosa and surrounding 
country. What fine farms, large, beautiful 
mansions, not like farm houses, but rather 
like wealthy merchant.-!' homes. Some of 
thoso I visited, and found tho lawns well 
laid out, showing taste, while the interiors 
were in harmony with the outside. From 
this part of the country I went round to 
Wingham, Teeswater, Wroxeter, etc. I 
'had not been thero for seven years. Brick 
mansions in many places had taken the 
place of framo houses. Everywhere I saw 
Signs of improvement. I thought : Well, 
these people must have mortgaged their 
lands in order to reach such style. I found 
i way of inquiry. No, they had not; they 
had built and not taken on any debt. 
Organs and pianos too, were finding a way 
into these homes. Tho question came : 
How can the country bo going to tho dogs, 
and all this change for the better going on 
Am I to believe these newBpapera ? 

What is true of the rural districts of the 
l'rov/nco of Ontario, is true of such dis- 
trict,! in every province of tho Dominion. 
The standard of comfort and of respecta- 
bility, has been everywhere raised, and the 
farmers of Canada to-day would not think of 
living in the way their fathers lived. 

A similar change may be observed in tho 
towns and villages of the Dominion. They are 
groatly enlarged and improved. Industries 
that were not thought of twenty years ugo, 
have bcoii introduced, and now give employ- 
ment to thousands of tho urban population. 
Tho progresB of improvement may havo 
been gradual, but the man who does not 
see it must be wilfully blind. 

Manitoba and tho North we9t may bo 
aaid to havo been brought into exist- 
ence within tho last twenty years or so. 
Much has been done in that section of the 
Dominion, and not tho least important part 
of tho work is the foundation that haa been 
laid for still further improvements. Tho 
changes that have taken place in this Pa- 



question of international law which cannot 
bo in the slightest degreo affected by any 
thing which tho Russians may or may not 
do. If it is against the law of nations for 
Americana to claim sovereignty over the 
parts of Behring sea that are moro than a 
marine leaguo from the shore, it is equally 
against tho law for the Russians to do the 
same thing. What is illegal for the Ameri- 
cans to do cannot be legal for the Russians. 
Tho American Government Baw so plainly 
that tho position they took with regard to 
the cxerciso of jurisdiction over Boh ring Sea 
was untenable that Mr. Blaine, in his nego- 
tiations, abandoned it. It would certainly 
look ridiculous if tho Americans now reas- 
serted their right to seize vessels in Behr- 
ing Sea for no other reason than that tho 
Russians are doing to-day what Mr. Blaine 
only a few months ago virtually admitted to 
be unjustifiable. 

It must not be forgotten that the Ameri- 
cans themselves, long beforo they bought 
Alaska, denied tho right of tho Russiuns to 
exercise jurisdiction over tho waters of 
Behring Sea outside the regular territorial 
limit. It is evident that if the Russians 
had no such right, then they could not aell 
it to tho United States when they sold 
Alaska. A nation cannot aell what it does 
not possess. Yet it is on the strength of 
tho purchase of tho illegal right denied by 
the Americans themselves that the Ameri- 
can officials, if there is any truth in the 
telegram we published yesterday, expect to 
get a decision from tho nrbitrators adverso 
to Great Britain. 

Wo know very littlo about tho arbitra- 
tors, but we presume that they uro men of 
common sense, and, being such, tho action 
of the Ruaaians in Behring Sea this summer 
will not influence them in tho slightest de- 
gree. 

MR. CLEVELAND'S LETTER. 



Mr. Cleveland's letter of acceptance is a 
clear and, wo believe, a candid exposition 
of his views on the leading issues before the 
peoplo of tho United States. It is alto- 
gether consistent with the principles ho 
avowed while he was in power, and with 
the policy ho has favored sinco he lost his 
election nearly four years ago. It may be 
remembered that although Mr. Cleveland 
failed to become President a second time, 
tho majority of votes polled wero in hia 
favor. It is, therefore, not right to say 
that in 1SSS ho was rejected by the people. 

With respect to the tariff, the currency, 
tho force bill, pensions, civil scrvico re- 
form and other important cubjecti tho 
peoplo of the United States know exactly 
where Mr. Cleveland stands and what the 
policy of his administration will bo— as 
fur as tho President can influence it— if 
they elect him in November. Mr. Cleve- 
land is ono of tho men whoso word is as 
good as hia bond. His countrymen know 
that what ho pledges himself to he will 
carry out to the letter if it is at all pos- 
sible. Ho has pro\cd to them that ho is 
an honest as well as an able politician. 

Four years ago Mr. Cleveland was an ad- 
vocate of tariff reform. When, by a littlo 
politic reticence on that subject, ho could 
havo mado hia election sure, ho would not 
keep silent. Knowing that ho was raising 



for himself a strong and unacrupulou3 oppo- 
sition he, in his lust messago to Congress, 
recommenced a revision of tho tariff in tho 
way of lessening taxation. He does tho 
same thing now. Ho winds up what ho has 
to say ou that subject in tho following 
words : 

Tariff reform is still our purpose, though 
wo oppose the theory that tariff laws may 
he passed having for their object tho grant- 
ing of discriminating and unfair govern- 
lental aid to private ventures; wo wage no 
xteriniiiatiiig war against any American in- 
terests; we believe a readjustment can he 
lomplishea in accordance with the princi- 
s we profess, without disaster or demoli- 
tion. We believe that the advantages of 
free raw material should bo accorded to our 
manufacturers, and we contemplate a fair 
and careful distribution of tho necessary 
tariff burdens ra ther than the precipitation 
of free trado. We uiiticipato with calmness 
the misrepresentation of our motives and 
purposes, instigated by a selfishness which 
seeks to hold in unrelenting grasp its unfair 
advantage under tho present tariff laws. 
We'will rely upon tho intelligence of our 
fellow-countrymen to reject the charge that 
a party, comprising a majority of our peo- 
ple, is planning the destruction or injury, 
of American interests, and wu know they 
cannot be frightened by tho specter of im- 
possible free trade. 

It was at ono timo said that Mr. Clovc^ 
laud was not sound ou the silver question. 
It was asserted that iu order to propitiate 
the silver men and to gain votes he was pre- 
pared to temporise on tho matter of the 
free coinage— that in tho languago of the 
stump he was making ready to "straddle" 
on tho subject of tho freo and unrestricted 
coinago of silver. This was a misrepre- 
sentation of the enemy. Mr. Cleveland ia 
not the man to compromise on a vital ques- 
tion of this kind. So now on the eve of 
tho election when men aro eager to hear 
what ho has to say about tho currency and 
when his enemies aro ready to twist and 
distort his words, ho Bpeaks out openly and 
manfully and in a way that cannot bo mis- 
underetood except by tho most perverse 
and the most unintelligent. Ho says: 

Tho peoplo ure eutiile-.l to found nnd 
honest money, abundantly sufficient in 
volume to supply then business needs, but 
whatever may be the form of the people's 
currency, national or state, whether gold, 
silver or paper, it should be so regulated 
and guarded by governmental action, or by 
wise and careful laws, that no ono eun be 
deluded as to tho certainty and stability 
of its value. Every dollar put into tho 
hands of the people should be of the same 
intrinsic value, or purchasing power. With 
this condition absolutely guaranteed, both 
gold and silver can bo safely issued upon 
equal terma in tho adjustment of our cur- 
rency. In dealing with this subject no 
selfish Bcheino should bo allowed to inter 
vene, and no doubtful experiment should 
be attempted. Tho wants of our people, 
arising from tho deficiency or imperfect 
distribution of money circulation, ought to 
be fully and honestly recognized and effi- 
ciently remedied. It should, however, bo 
constantly remembered that tho inconven- 
ience, or loss, that might arise from such 
situation can be much easier borno than tho 
universal distress which must follow a dis- 
credited currency. 

What Mr. Cleveland says about pensions 
is bo sound and at tho sanio time so patriotic 
that it has extorted commendation from h ia 
opponents. Tho Tost-Intclligencer, which 
is staunchly Republican, quotes tho follow- 
ing paasago from Mr. Cleveland's letter as 
containing all that can bo required of any 
candidate for tho Presidency, whether ho be 
Democrat or Republican : 

The American peoplo are generous nnd 
grateful, and havo impressed those charac- 
teristics upon their Government, therefore 
all patriotic and just citizens must commend 
liberal consideration for worthy veteran 
soldiers and tho families of those who died. 
No complaint should ho made of the amount 
of public money paid to thoso actually dis- 
abled or made dependent by reason of army 
service, but the pension roll should be a roll 
of honor, uncontaminated by ill desert and 
unvitiated by demagogic use. This is duo 
to thoso worthy names which adorn tho roll 
and to all our people, who delight to honor 
the bravo and true. 4 

On the other issues tho ex-President has 
expressed himself in a way that must re- 
commend itself to tho great majority of the 
American people. He, in fact, in almost 
every matter of general interest in tho 
United States, except protection, 
almost perfect accord with tho better class 
of voters. If it were not that his views on 
that subject are opposed to what a very 
largo number of his countrymen consider 
the true interests of tlicir%uiitry it would 
bo folly for any man in the Union to contest 
the election with him.

Tlio attractiveness of this department wag 
orcatly inoreaBed yesterday by the iutro- 
Uuction of several collections of paintings, 
generously loaned to the Association, and 
which well filled up tho vacant space so 
much commented on tho day before. The 
gentlemen to whom the public are indebted 
for this enhanced art exhibit are Mr. Loo- 
mans, of the well known studio in the Mar- 
ket building; Capt. W. R. Clarke and Mrs. 
\Y. H. Ellis. Theso loan collections wero 
put in place early yesterday, and received a 
great deal of admiring attention from the 
crowds who thronged the gallery uil aLcr- 
noon. 

Tho paintings loaned by Capt. Clurko 
were four, iu water color, tho work of the 
celebrated artist, Albert Hartland. It does 
not take a connoisseur to realize that these 
pictures are tho product of no obscure hand, 
their fidelity to nature and the natural 
beauties of the scenery depicted being ap- 
parent to all ; and after an inspection, one 
is not surprised to learn that tho 
prico paid in England for the 
four was no less than 5(3,000. 
They have been placed in Captain Clarke's 
hands for sale and will, no doubt, before 
long, graco some of tho local art galleries. 
The picture on the right shows the historic 
"Valley of the Seven Churches," with the 
buildings themselves, or tho crumbling 
Etonea of such as havo fallen into decay, 
standing clearly out in tho middle of a little 
valley hedged in by great mountain ranges, 
whose numerous peaks tower high into the 
clouds. A rivulet llows quietly through the 
valley ; a foot path winds up the mountain 
side, and every feature ami shade in sky 
and water, hill and dale, is brought out 
with remarkable fidelity to nature. 

The second and the fourth from the right, 
depict the beautiful and world-famed scen- 
ery of the Upper and Lower Killarney, 
showing mountains and lake with most real- 
istic effect, and tho figures of several lishcr- 
nien at work with rod and line, are brought 
out with beautiful clearness. There is a 
notable warmth of coloring in these pic- 
tures, and the mountain shadows in tho 
water, and tho clouds drifting about the 
loftiest peaks, are brought out with very 
pretty effect. 

The remaining picture also deals with tho 
natural beauties of tho Emerald Isle, tho 
Bcono being laid at "Iekhill, or the bog 
country." This is a pastoral study, show- 
ing a luxuriant meadow, with Gtacks of 
grain just gathered, and tho harvesters 
busy at work. The characteristic bills are 
seen in the distance, a winding stream llows 
tlnoughthe valley, and a marsh in tho 
foreground is beautifully brought out. 

On the whole, the collection is one which 
no visitor to the gallery should omit to 
study. 

MB. I.OEMAMS' COLLECTION. 

The collection kindly Bent from the Loe- 
mans studio consists of twelve pictures, 
cloven being the work of Mr. Loemaus him- 
self, and the other by Miss Thorn, of this 
city, a pupil of that clever master of tho 
art. Though several are Old World sub- 
jects, a local interest uttaehes to the collec- 
tion from the fact that there aro as well 
many Canadian scenes. The list of the titles 
or subjects is us follows: Tobogganing; Frco- 
mout Peak and Lake; Stanley in Africa ; A 
Cave in tho Mediterranean; The Rocky 
Mountains; Moonlight; Bay of Naples; 
Raviuo near Hamilton ; Muskoka L ike; 
View in Maine (water color); Mount Baker; 
and View in Switzerland (Miss Thorn's). 
Tho centrepiece, and most striking picture 
of this splendid collection, is the " Stanloy 
in Africa," which is u very elaborate work 
indeed. The scene is laid at the baso of 
Mount Suwenzon, whose highest peak, 
towering 18, -100 feet abovo the sea, ia lost 
in the clouds. A part of the great ex- 
plorer's company aro shown at rest on the 
grassy slope. The " Cavo in the Mediter- 
ranean " is notable for richness in color and 
expression.

A graceful model of a schooner yacht is 
shown by W. J. Clino. 

An intricately carved piece of woodwork, 
• n tho shape of a table top, is shown by 
J'.lrs. W. Johnston of Victoria. The design 
consists of the various geometrical figures 
very cleverly combined in an elaborate cen- 
tre ornament a foot, or so in diameter, and 
the two inches of border running around the 
edge. The table top is about three feet in 
diameter. It came in for no little admira- 
tion. 

The colored lithograph of the Exhibition 
buildings and grounds, shown in the exhibit 
of the Victoria Lithograph Co., is a very 
creditable piece of woik, and comes in for 
no little praise. Tho view is a comprehen- 
sive one, showing the main building with 
beautiful distinctness, the poultry hall in 
rear, and the le.crosao field and raco track in 
the distance. 

C. T. W. Piper, of tho Queen Art Studio, 
Victoria, shows a cute collection of infant 
photos. 

A. Watson, jr., has on exhibition three 
cleverly designed models for a centre 
board sloop, a sealing schooner and a cutter 
yacht. 

In the crayon drawing class, Ceo. Pother- 
ick has secured a well merited first prize 
for a classical group of Roman statuary. 
"Pharaoh's Morses," by tho same urtiat, 
took second prize. 

The "(Jorge Bridge," in sepia drawing, 
by Ceo. Petherick, draws a note of admir- 
ation from every observer. It drew a firit 
prize from the judges. 

Henry M. Dumbleton has Becured a first, 
in the painting on plush class, for a night 
iceno remarkable for the boldness of its 
colouring. The same artist took first for 
the best original oil painting. 

Tho first prize for oil painting on glass 
was taken by Mrs. M. Eraser, with a prettily 
coloured word " Home," having the letters 
tastily wreathed in flowers, and on either 
side a bird perched upon u branch, all natu- 
rally brought out. A peacock painted on 
plush by tho same lady, is deserving of men- 
tion. 

In oil painting from copy, Mr. J. T. Hig- 
gins, who takes second prize, shows a hand- 
some vase of flowers, arranged and colored 
true to nature, with Tory pretty effect. 

A. Bluth has several clever specimens in 
modelling in clay and in plaster, including 
some stylish medallions. 

A flowered cushion, in delicato tints of 
gold, silver, green and red, prettily com- 
bined, took second prizo for E. Pothcrick 
in the painting on plush class. 

There iB a remarkable absonco of Indian 
work or curiosities. The sole exhibit in this 
lino consists of two figures carved in wood, 
shown by Mr. Jas. Deans, who secured 
them from tho Haidas during his recent 
visit to Queen Charlotte Islands. These 
figures are models of male and female doc- 
tors in full uniform, as they formerly ex- 
isted among the aborigines of northwestern 
British Columbia.

In tho vicinity of the fruit are several 
tablos which possess great attractions for 
most people, since there aro very few who 
are not possessed of a love of tho beautiful. 
Theso tables contain cut flowers assorted as 
bouquets and button holes worked up into 



designs appropriate to funarals or festive 
occasions. Mrs. J. S liowker takes a first 
prize far a wheel in flowers; J. T. Higgins 
representing a plough in purple flowers 
upon a green base; having also tho design 
of a house and well laid out garden of 
which llowers and leavea are the leading 
components O. A. McTavish has a num- 
ber of nativo ferns, oik- of them the Maiden 
Huir, being a particularly fine specimen. 
He also has some most effective funeral de- 
signs, und J. T. Higgins, a well designed 
and equally well finished crown, as also a 
piece illustrating tho motto "No cross, no 
crown," in which white and purple im- 
mortelles play a prominent part. A broken 
shaft and an artistic pedestal from which 
depends a crescent with stars cannot be 
passed without being admired. Mrs. Archi- 
bald has a very neat design in cut llowers, 
the effect of which ia materially enhanced 
by the disposition in it of a Japanese nest 
egg gourd. James Pont has a very largo 
collection of wreaths, orosses, vases, button- 
boles und bouquets, \\\ Dodds, Mrs, 
\Vurk, 15. B. 1 'armiohael and Mrs. Stam- 
ford having effectively displayed their tasto 
in this line, tho whole forming a very pretty 
feature of the department. 

TAXIDKUKY. 

A ease of aquatic and other birds, adjoin- 
ing Mr. Chnrton'e stand, has some very in- 
teresting features from the natural history 
point of view. Tho specimens are unique and 
their smiling bus been well done, the skins 
being perfectly filled out and at the sumo 
time the mounting reflects considerable 
credit on Mr. Wilkeson, of Vancouver, who 
made tho entry. 

Outside the bakery product, Miss May 
.Stamford, Mrs. McKenzie, Mrs. E. Charley, 
M. J. Burkholder and Miss J. Mullett, de- 
monstrated that in this brunch of household 
avocation thoy aro adopts, M. J. Burk- 
holder entering some very toothsome cakes. 
McMillan Brothers and M. R. Smith & Co., 
are ulso represented by several lines of their 
manufacture.

It was remarked that cheeso and butter 
were nowhere in comparison with the ex- 
hibits of 8omo yeurs, an indication that

.THE OOQuTrLAM'S RETURN. 



The Bonds Accepted and tho Vessel 
Released After a Loiigr 
Detention. 



Her Cargo Not Interfered With— An 
Important International 
Question. 



Tliolong looked for steamer Coquitlam, of 
tho Union S. S. Co., arrived in port last 
night at 10.30. She had on board her full 
cargo us it stood on tho date on which alio 
was seized by the U. S. s.s. Corwin at Port 
Etches. 

The Coquitlam— but this is ancient his- 
tory — was seized by the American warship 
on June '-'2. She had been chartered by tho 
Sealers' Association to take supplies to tho 
scaling vessels then out, and to recoivo their 
season's catches up to date. When at 
Etches the Coquitlam was soizod on a 
charge of having received cargo outside one 
marine leaguo of American territory — insido 
tho four leagues which tho Yankees claim 
under their treaty. 

As soon as the tidings readied Victoria; 
tho Sealers' Association put up bcuds for 
tho release of the steamer, but when theso 
bonds reached Sitka, whero the Coquitlam 
was held, tho magistrate presiding at the 
court would not act in the absence of 
his colleague, and the case was indefinitely 
postponed. During the interval tho Sealers' 
Association left no stono unturned to aecuro 
possession of the skins which hud been taken 
on board, but all their efforts in this direc- 
tion wore in vain. On Saturday, 17t.Ii inst., 
the case was again heard, ut Sitka, beforo 
Judge Truitt, U. S. District Attorney 
Johnson prosecuting, and Mr. M. Hastings 
(Hughes, Hasting i Stoadman, of Seattle), 
appearing for (he owners of the seized ves- 
sel and the Sealers' Association. 

The evidence for the prosecution was that 
of the officers of tho Corwin, who testified 
that the Coquitlamhad received cargo within 
four marine leagues of the coast, and had 
discharged cargo within tho prescribed 
limits, not having cleared at customs. 

Eor tho defenso it was arguod that no 
breach of customs laws had taken placo, und 
that even if thoro had been, amplo security 
wa3 offered, so that tho point at issue might 
be subsequently tried without delaying the 
vessel. 

The point for tho defenso was well taken, 
and the vessel released, her cargo not hav 
ing been interfered with. Sho arrived 
in port lust night with all he 
skins on board, but of the provisions sho 
took up to tho sealers a great quantity has 
had to be destroyed, being perishable. 

The Coquitlam left Sitka on the 23rd 
inst., and experienced good weather on her 
downward trip. The owners of the steamer 
put up bonds for §22,000, and tho sealers 
tendered bonds for §04,000. The latter, 
however, were insufficient the figuro being 
set at. $05, GOO. Tho captain inado up the 
difference with tho assistance of his newly, 
acquired Sitka friends, and hence " the 
coast was cleared." 

On arrival in port last night, tho captain 
telegraphed to his owners for instructions, 
pending which the Coquitlam will lie at the 
outer wdiarf, with her holds battened down 
as at present. 

The captain speaks in high terms of the 
hospitality and genial character of the Sit- 
kans, and, even from his modest way of 
putting tilings, it can safely bo inferred that 
lie established himself as a general favorite,

A Monster Camuliau Cheese For tlie 
World's Fair and For 
Great Britain. 

Warm Praise For the Pacilic Province 
—The Grand Trunk's Latest 
Acquisition. 

To Regulate tlie Sale of Timber Limits 
—Back From British 
Columbia. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 20.— Professor Robertson, 
Dominion Dairy Commissioner, bus just had 
made tho largest cheeso in the world, to be 
placed on tho pyramid of Canadian dairy 
products, at the World's Eair. This singlo 
cheeso woighs over 22.000 pounds, and con- 
tains the curd of one day's milk from 10,000 
cows. It is pronounced to bo of perfect 
texture, flavor and color. After being ex- 
hibited at Chicago it will bo sent to Eng- 
land. 

Tho Government has released tho Ameri- 
can fishing soooner Hattio Maud, seized a 
few weeks ago for contravention of the fish- 
ery laws of Canada. Tho owners showed 
that the offence had been committed beforo 
tho vessel became their property. All their 
vessels respected the Dominion regulations. 
Hon.Mr.Tuppor being satisfied of thoiriorca 
fides, ordered the release as a matter not 
subject to the regulations. 

Steel for tho manufacture of hammers, 
augers and auger bits, has been pluced ou 
the free list. 

President Sir Heny Tyler, of tho Grand 
Trunk, inspected the 8t. Lawrence k Otta- 
wa Railway to-duy, in viow of its acquisi- 
tion by his company. 

Governor Daly and Archbishop O'Brien 
arrived. here yesterday. They speak in glow- 
ing terms of British Columbia. 

Messrs. Gilmour & Co., of Trenton, Out., 
are urging Boards of Trade to petition tho 
Ontario Government to stipulate that when 
timber limits are sold the logs must be man- 
ufactured in Canada. 

The Government's agents in Great Britain 
have been appointed corresponding commer- 
cial agents for the Department of Finance. 

The Finance Department will shortly issue 
a bulletin relating to tho horse trade of 
Great Britain.

An in- 
terpleader, it ia said, will be applied for, 
but, pending further action, the steamer 
continues to supply tho navy with water, aa 
heretofore. 



Satisfactory Condition of Affairs in 
Hamburg— Fewer Cases— Con- 
fidence Being; Restored. 



Hamburg, Sept 29.— Tho numbor of 
fresh cases of cholera has been 130, or nino 
more than yesterday; the number of deaths, 
34, or 13 fewer than yesterday; and the 
number of burials, HI!), or 14 fewer than 
yesterday. The hospitals are treating only 
1,158 patients, or 711 fewer than yesterday. 
From Altona nine fresh cases and nice 
deaths aro reported. Tho return of tho 
fugitives has now fairjy bc£un und every 
train brings iu many families from other 
towns. Houses in the best portions of the 
city are being opened by tho dozen, and all 
trades in the harbor district show a daily 
increase. While warning people that the 
utmost care in tho uso of food and 
drink should still bo used, tho news- 
papers congratulate the people on the 
fact that the days of peril are 
past. The work of cleaning, disinfecting 
and improving the lower quarters of the 
city is continued with unabated energy and 
will be prosecuted throughout the winter 
in anticipation of a slight outbreak next 
spring. 

BEKLIN, Sept. 20.- i wo cholera patients 
were taken to tl.j Mobile Hospital to-day. 
Ten others, suspected of tho disease, were 
also taken to the hospital. Professor Vir- 
chow says tho water is not contaminated 
with cholera germs. 

Buda PesTH, Sept. 20. — There have beoH 
nino cases resembling cholera iu this city 
within three days. Four of the persons are 
dying. 

Pkstii, Sept. 29. — Cholera is spreading 
in the principal prisons of tho city. To-day 
there have been IS cases and 10 deaths.

After expressing his 
doubts as to the practicability of retaining 
Irish representation at Westminster, lie 
summarizes thus the Parnellito view of Ire- 
land's present attitude : "We dn not ask 
for a repeal of tho union; wo ask for a re- 
adjustment of tho union. Wo do not aak 
that Orattan's Parliament be restored; we 
aro willing to accept A statutory Parlia- 
ment with an executive attached to it, 
leaving untouched the supremacy of the 
Imperial Parliament, save only so far as, by 
Parliamentary compact, that Parliament 
shall bind itself to leave the supremo eorj- 
trol of certain Irish affairs in the hands of 
the Irish Legislature. I »m convinced that 
it would be better for Ireland to await 
another generation than accept any scheme 
not containing within itself tho elements of 
true finality.

T11K WHEEL, 

POTTEIl IS CHAMPION. 

La ivering clouds and drizzling rain pre- 
vented tho bicycle races Wednesday, but 
towards evening weary watchers noticed 
that the diaphemous draperies of Heaven 
wero lifting over tho harbor, aud tho 
raggedy cloud fringe, stirred by tho western 
breeze, disclosed the silver lining ot promise 
to thu anxious eyes of tho wheelmen. 

Tho Colonist prophet predicted fine 
weather and it came. 

Thobrightsun burst out early in tho morn- 
ing and his warm kisses soon changed the 
auperfices of tho entire Island, including the 
race track from its puddling condition of 
Wednesday, to something that could be 
navigated on wheel or on foot. A scraper 
aud a team of horses did tho rest. If tho 
officials appointed to conduct tho races had 
acted half as well as the weather did, there 
would liavo been a linger attendance 
throughout, and thoso present would have 
been bettor satisfied. They took little or 
no interest in the races, and let them prac- 
tically run themselves. Tho crowd taking 
tho cue from the judges, strolled away dis- 
gusted during tho most important events. 

Vancouver's Club through the energy dis- 
played by its members, can draw a crowd 
of 5,000 to its tournament. Why not Via 
toria ! 

Handicapper Edwards' individual efforts 
saved yesterday's races from being nn en- 
tire failure. As it was the afternoon's 
sports wero made entertaining mainly 
through his exertions. 

In the Novice race, E. W. Bradley, T. (1. 
Moody and J. ti. Miller entered, Miller 
dropping out early, and Bradley easily win- 
ning the medal from Moody in 3:50 li-10. 

The one mile race for the championship 
of British Columbia followed, Potter, Brad- 
ley and Moody entering. They loafed away 
from tho wire, Potter straggling behind, 
riding erect, Ids tense muscles seeming to 
strain to keep back his anxious wheel, 
like a pulled horse in a half mile d ish. 
They were a minute getting to the quarter, 
aud two minutes to the hulf. Bolter let 
Hradley and Moody creep ahead of him un- 
til a big gap yawned between. Then stoop- 
ing over till his long spinal column was 
bent like a bo»v to the arrow, he flew "to 
win tho narrow way." Tho local rirlcrs 
worked their pedals until they lifted them- 
selves clean off tho saddles,, but it was a for- 
lorn hope. The championship of British 
Columbia was easily captured by tho Van- 
couver man in the very monotonous time of 
3:3U. A gold medal goes with it. 

In the half-mile race, gold and silver 
medals, Potter ugnin won, going to tho 
quarter in 55, and teasing the boys around 
to the wiie in 1.34^, Godson second. 

For the one mile club championship there 
were three entries — Godson, Bradley and 
Tiedemann. The line gold championship 
club medal will grace tho manly bosom of 
handsome Charlie Godson. He came in first 
in 3.36}, with Bradley second. 

In the half-mile club raco Godson ngain 
lead Moody and Bradley to tho wire. God- 
son rides well, but is absurdly out of train- 
ing. He could lose 25 pounds without in- 
juring his constitution. 

The progressive race was very unin tercst- 
ing, except that the fastest time in the 
meet was made in it by JefTreo, 1 : - _'8 for the 
half. This was accomplished on a Whit- 
worth wheel, Jeffree getting out of a sick 
bed to rido. Moody made him go every 
inch of the way, and also deserves credit. 

The teams were Miller and Bradley, Jef- 
freo and Tiedeman, and Bradley and Moody, 
The latter team won 10 points to ."!. Tiede- 
man rode against Miller; Bradley against 
F. Moody; JefTreo against T. G. Moody. 

The event of the (lay was, of course, tho 
ten mile raco. It was a difficult task to pro- 
perly handicap the different riders in this 
long struggle. Developments showed that 
the time allowance guess was not a happy 
one, for guessing was all that the handicap- 
per could do under tho circumstances. The 
Mainland meteor has not been pushed in 
Canada ; no one knows what he can do. 
He is said to have lapped a man out a heat 
in 'Frisco in 2:34, and tho Colonist's sport- 
ing ediior has seen him ride fifteen miles of 

ces in two hours without breathing hard, 
besides winning all tho races but one — the 
one mile event. 

Moody, Tiedemann and Godson entered 
with him in the 20-lap event ; Godson got 
one minule !!0 seconds, Tiedemann two 
minutes, and Moody three minutes. Moody 
had not the wind to stick it out, " giving up 
the ghost" at the end of the fifth mile. 
Godson was in hard luck ; ids pedal worked 
loose on tho second mile, and had to be 
tightened, and on the seventh mile, when a 
good third, an outsider ran across tho track 
and upset him. He got up and upset the 
outsider, but it spoilt his race. 

Burt Tiedemann was left alone with the 
Burrard Inlet boy, rode a plucky race, and 
kepi Potter well down to his work, though 
Vancouver's lucky rider had it anyway 
after the fifth mile. Tiedemann is a be- 
ginner, and a very young rider. He was 
trained down fine, and bhows great promise 
as one of Victoria's coming men, if he con- 
tinues to do the honest work ho did yester- 
day. Potter led Tiedemann a quarter of a 
mile as he crossed the wire for the twentieth 
mile. 

"Somo one called, "See if you can catch 
him," and Potter looked up from hi3 work, 
located the littlo fellow in the distance, 
nodded, squatted low on his -vhccl, and the 
struggle commenced. 

The fortunate fow who remained wero 
given tho 'cycling treat of the day. Tiede- 
mann had a quarter of a milo start in a half 
mile; both bad ridden nine and a half 
miles, but it told most on the plucky 
youngster, Potter actually closing up a gap 
of 432 yards, and beating Tiedemann under 
the wire by half a wheel. 

The time of the last half mile wan 1:35, 
and the t ime of the raco .''li:5'J 2 5 — Potter's 
actual time in tho race 34:52 1-5. 

The tiiiio shows that Potter could not 
have loafed a great deal, though he appear- 
ed lo win easily. Potter rode at 158 pounds, 
his machine weighing .'il pounds. Bradloy, 
who did such creditable work through the 
afternoon, rode a Whit worth. Tho Whit- 



worth is gaining in favor in the city, both 
us a racer and u roadster.

A. E. Wado of Victoria acted aa 
referee, and tho umpires were Messrs. Wal- 
ton of Vancouver and Lindsay of Victoria. 

Vancouver won thu toss, and elected to 
play with llio sun on their backs. For two 
minutes the hall was chased all over the 
field, the play of both teams being wild and 
erratic. 

Victoria was first to organize and settle 
down to business, and tho ball was passed 
down field to Vancouver's home. The in- 
vincible Blaine corralled it and fired on goal ; 
back it came. He fired on goal again; 
again tho ball found its way into his slick, 
in Bpite of impetuous swarms of grey shirts, 
and again he fired on goal. This timo the 
ball slipped by the goal keeper's stick, 
and scored for Victoria. Time— 3 miunteB. 

Second game — Vancouver secured the ad- 
vantage iu the scrimmage, and forced the 
ball on their opponents' home, a hot shot 
on goal being cleverly stopped by goal- 
keeper Cullin.
